A country was here to 
he occupied and subdued. 
Toil was 
holy. 
It was wrong to sit in the 
shade and dream; it was wrong to 
go fishing in working hours; it was 
wrong iii thousands of farming com­ 
munities for a farm family to stop 
overworking and gorging the market. 
It still is considered a little shameful 
in thousands of communities for a 
farm family to burn gas on a pleasure 
trip to the sea or up into the moun­ 
tains for a week or so. 
“We have believe I that leisure is 
wrong. 
There was a reason for this. 
In old days the utmost activity paid 
manifest returns. Those returns often 
were d e a r ly bought; health was brok­ 
en: imagination was stunted by end­ 
less drudgery * children came into the 
world crippled and weakened because 
their mothers, while carrying them 
had worked bjo hard 
I lo not know 
now that we are fit for leisure: hut 
I believe that now that we are turn­ 
ing our minds around and discover­ 
ing 
that 
overwork 
does 
not 
pay, 
neither in money nor in any other 
se n s e, we will not continue to make 
a fetish of overwork. 
We shall learn 
as individuals To value and to im­ 
prove ourselves. 
We shall see that 
it pays to sow less. and take better 
care of it, and take better care of 
our children. 
We shall learn to rest 
part of our land and to rest ourselves 
part of the time. 
••I do not think that we shall have 
to plan or organize the new leisure 
which 
an 
organized 
turning 
away 
from headlong pioneer expansion of 
enterprise 
will 
bring 
to 
America. 
The thought of organizing another 
man’s or woman's private and per­ 
sonal existence is repugnant to me. 
But I think that Jill men and women 
should have the chanco to do and 
think and dream as they please part 
of the time.

s e e m e d to have 
been shaken from 
its foundations and 
the marvel is that 
the b a n k e r , with 
everything

around him, w a s; 
able to come through as he has. 
General business failures, agricul­ 
tural stagnation, income losses, capi­ 
tal losses, inabilities to meet debts 
and therefore inabilities of bankers to 
pay back depositors when loans were 
not paid, were the reasons, in most 
instances, for the bank failures. 
No profession, no department of life 
Is without its weaker elements, but 
had proper consideration been given 
to the relatively few instances in bank­ 
ing, 
had exaggerated and 
startling 
headlines been kept in true proportion, 
had banking not been used as a target 
for political self-seeking and with vote- 
seeking motives, had unfounded ru­ 
mors not been spread the people's con­ 
fidence might have been retained and 
financial losses, for many bank failures 
were caused that need not have hap­ 
pened. 
There were factors in our banking 
experience which every earnest banker 
deplores—factors 
which 
many 
had 
worked years to eliminate, which it 
was fearfully recognized would 
ag­ 
gravate any difficult days which might 
arise. One of the worst of these was 
due to political regulation which char­ 
tered many banks that should never 
have been chartered. 
That there have been incompetence 
and dishonesty in banking is admitted. 
That the instances that did occur were 
used grossly to increase fear in the 
public mind, we affirm. We shall con­ 
tinue to strive for higher attainm ents 
in our profession and strive for laws 
that require competence and ability 
in management. That we cannot leg­ 
islate honesty and unselfishness into, 
either a banker or a borrower must 
be conceded, but dishonesty, wherever 
found, should be punished. 
It is as 
true in banking a* elsewhere that no 
matter how good the law, dishonest 
and incompetent men can make it in­ 
effective. Good laws are essential. We 
must strive for ever better ones, but 
their enforcement will come only as 
the public recognizes that it is a mat­ 
ter not of laws or codes alone but of 
the men who administer them. 


T he P ublic’s Part 
Our people must be brought to real­ 
ize that the welfare of our country de­ 
pends upon its banking system, that 
the strength of the banking system de­ 
pends upon 
the public’s 
faith 
and 
understanding and the vast majority of 
banks, because of faithful service ren­ 
dered, even through the whole of this 
general breakdown, had the right to 
expect the trust and confidence of the 
people. 
In every great catastrophe, no mat­ 
ter what its nature, no matter what Its 
cause, someone must be crucified. The 
banker was this time selected. In the 
late 90’s, political agitation started a 
tirade against the railroads. Some rail­ 
roads may have done reprehensible 
things, but the agitation became so 
general and so violent as almost to 
destroy one of the fundamental factors 
in the progress of a country. Today 
the same thing has been done to the 
banker. In spite of all that has hap­ 
pened, the fact remains that even most 
of the banks which failed are paying 
out infinitely better than are invest­ 
ments in almost anything else. 


Bankers Aiding Agriculture 


State 
associations 
of 
bankers 
in 
many agricultural states are giving 
time and financial support to encour­ 
age practices among their farmers that 
will bring about better farm results. 
The major activities reported from 
one state to the Agricultural Commis­ 
sion of the American Bankers Asso­ 
ciation which is nationally active in 
promoting this line of cooperation are 
as follows: 
1. Drought relief work: Local banks 
have played a vital part in this work, 
being represented on the county com­ 
mittees for passing on all seed loans. 
T h e s e committees 
met 
practically 
every day during the spring to pass 
on the loans in order to get as quick 
action as possible. A total of 914 ap­ 
plications were received and handled 
by one committee, 833 being granted. 
2. Four-H Club w o r k * B a n k e r s 
helped stimulate 4-F Club work, financ­ 
ing many 
members 
who otherwise 
could not have enrolled. 
They also 
helped finance fifteen 4-H Club dele­ 
gates to the state club convention. 
3. Livestock feeding: The banks co­ 
operated with the Extension Service 
In the state and the railroads In in­ 
creasing the amount of livestock feed­ 
ing. Assistance was given the feeders 
in securing finances for their feeding 
operations. 
4. Crop improvement: The bankers 
took part in the crop standardization 
program of the Extension Service and 
encouraged the farmers to use pure 
seed and in many cases made loans 
for this purpose.

Texas, Aug. 30.—Undulant 
fever or Malta fever, a disease con­ 
tracted from cattle, hogs or sheep, 
which are infected with contagious 
abortion, 
is 
being 
reported 
fairly 
regularly 
throughout Texas 
and 
is 
being; 
similarly reported throughout 
the 
United 
States. 
This 
indicates 
that it constitutes a 
public health 
problem and also the necessity of its 
more general recognition. 
Undulant fever is so called because 
of the wave-like variations in tempe­ 
rature. 
The symptoms include rise 
in temperature, loss of weight and 
strength, 
chills, 
sweats 
and 
joint 
pains. 
The disease has rather a low 
mortality rate, but important because 
symptoms may persist for a number 
of weeks or even months before nor­ 
mal health and strength are restored. 
In Texas, the goat, horse and cows 
a re the usual spreaders of this dis­ 
ease. 
The germs of undulant fever 
enter the body through the mouth or 
skin. 
Therefore, care should bi* used 


in handling animals known to be in­ 
fected and dairy products from the 
same sources should be pasteurized 
if used. 
More men acquire this dis­ 
ease than women and adults seem 
more likely to have it than children. 
More cases are found iii the rural 
areas than in cities. 
The true prevention 
of 
undulant 
fever is based upon the detection of 
the disease in 
live stock and the 


I elimination 
of infected 
stock 
from 
j the herds. 
Dairy herds should Ik* 
I tested for haecillus abortus. 
This is 


I a task that cannot be accomplished 


I in a short time. 
Pasteurization of 
milk will prevent the spread from 
this source. 
Frequently the recogni­ 
tion of undulant fever in a communi­ 
ty 
causes 
much 
alarm. 
However, 
j there is no cause for apprehension, 
j as many people are not susceptible 
i to tin* infection. 
The disease will 
probably never appear in Texas as 
jail epidemic; however, to those uti-

I orgy of spending has run on. It is esti­ 
mated that in the United States the 
; total cost of all government is nearly 
five times what it was before the 
World War. Many localities have been 
brought to the verge of bankruptcy by 
their expenditures, while many have 
saddled their citizens with a debt bur­ 
den that will darken their lives and 
hamper their progress for years to 
come. 
The total cost of Federal, state and 
local government in the United States 
is estimated at forty-six million dollars 
a day. Based on national Income In 
1930, this represents about one-flfth the 
total Income of our people, or about 
$110 for every Individual in the na­ 
tion. Total taxes in 1931 are esti­ 
mated to have taken more than 22 per 
cent of the national income. It Is occa­ 
sion for serious thought on the part of 
everyone when one day’s income out of 
every four or five must be contributed 
to the maintenance of government ma­ 
chinery. 


Reductions Possible 
United States Government expendi­ 
tures were reduced one hundred and 
forty million dollars during the first 
quarter of the current fiscal year. The 
recent action of bankers in calling a 
halt to unnecessary expenditures of 
New York City as prerequisite to loans 
will reduce the cost of government in 
the country’s metropolis, which is sec­ 
ond in its expenditures to only the 
Federal Government. No state in the 
Union, in fact, no other government 
on this hemisphere, spends half as 
much as this one city. These savings 
in Federal and municipal costs are only 
the beginning of a movement needed 
throughout the country, if we are to 
be led out of depression into pros­ 
perity. 
Unless the people can be made to 
realize that money for governmental 
expenditure can come only from their 
own pockets a.* taxpayers, casting de­ 
pressing effects on both Individual ef­ 
fort and general business, there is an 
Imminent threat that we may be forced 
to meet economic difficulties similar to 
those that have so seriously handi­ 
capped other countries. The question 
Is not primarily one of merely paring 
government salaries or shaving budg­ 
ets, but rather of curtailing govern 
ment activities for which wre cannot 
afford to pay. 
The idea that money for these mount­ 
ing extravagances can he raised by fol­ 
lowing the slogan “Soak the Rich” is 
utterly fallacious, for such a policy 
will simply exterminate “the rich” and 
eliminate sources of revenue. It is also 
Important to realize that corporate 
business in this country is in no posi­ 
tion to withstand the effects of indefi­ 
nite advances in tax rates. 
Current 
earning reports reveal that fact be 
yond shadow cf doubt. The tax base 
must be broadened, and it therefore 
seems likely that Congress will be 
called upon to reconsider the sales tax, 
at least as a temporary measure to help 
meet a critical condition in the nation’s 
finance. 


| r \U T L I N I N G 
legislative procedure, 
I 
Robert V. Fleming, President Riggs 
| National Bank, Washington, D. C., gave 
j the recent convention of the American 
I Bankers Association a description of 


J the difficulties and problems confront- 
, ing the law-makers. Mr. Fleming said 
I In part: 
“The most important part of organi- 
' zation of the two branches of congress 
is election of standing committees. 
There are 34 standing committees in 
the Senate and 46 in the House. These 
are the workshops of Congress and the 
real work of lawmaking is done in 
Committee Rooms. 
“The task of legislating for 124,000,- 
000 people is a tremendous one. Of re­ 
cent years approximately 20,000 bills 
are introduced annually in the two 
Houses. Only a small percentage be­ 
come law, hut they must be weighed in 
committee, accepted or rejected, per­ 
haps amended, reported out, and then 
considered on the floor. 
"Lawmaking involves about 99% of 
hard 
and 
unspectacular 
work 
and 
about 1% of oratory. 
Few tasks ap­ 
pear so easy and are so difficult as en­ 
actment of sound and satisfactory leg­ 
islation. Few individuals in any line 
of activity work harder or longer hours 
than the chairmen of the important 
committees during a session. I have 
great sympathy for the members of 
Congress whose constituents expect 
undivided attention to every piece of 
legislation rn which they may be inter­ 
ested. From my personal observation, 
they earnestly and conscientiously en­ 
deavor to do all that is humanly pos­ 
sible. 
Public Hearings 
“ When a bill is introduced,referred to 
committee and printed the next step. 
if it is a measure of considerable im­ 
portance, is to conduct a public hear­ 
ing. The committee makes an effort to 
listen to anyone who cares to be heard 
either for or against a measure, al­ 
though witnesses are frequently limit­ 
ed as to time. Members of the Cabinet 
and other officials of the administra­ 
tive departments of the Government 
usually testify on measures in which 
they are interested and furnish the 
committee information In 
executive 
session or otherwise. In this way the 
Administration takes a prominent part 
in shaping legislation. 
“Due to pressure of work and the 
fact that it is impossible for members 
of Congress to be technical experts on 
every subject of legislation, the com­ 
mittees are inclined to give considera­ 
tion to the merits of arguments pre­ 
sented in testimony and the recom­ 
mendations of the Cabinet and other 
officials. It is therefore highly desir­ 
able, both from the standpoint of Con­ 
gress as well as those affected by pro­ 
posed legislation, that the latter have 
an opportunity to discuss frankly the 
effects of such legislation. 
“We sometimes complain about the 
technicalities of legislation, but when 
we observe organized minorities en­ 
deavoring to force class legislation 
through one House it is a comfort to 
know such measures may be caught In 
the meshes of technical procedure In 
the other and there suffer what is 
termed automatic asphyxiation.” 


A C ountry E d itor 
Looks at B anking 


Deposit ‘G u a ra n te e ’ 
Fails of Purpose 


LOS ANGELES. — While the idea of 
the guarantee of bank deposits 
by 
some legally enforced plan seems to 
appeal to many people who give it 
casual thought, the fact is that it 
has not only failed in every instance 
in the eight states where the experi­ 
ment was tried, but actually produced 
unsound banking and increased the 
number of failures, it was declared by 
the recent convention of the American 
Bankers Association held here. 
“Guaranty of bank deposits carries 
an idea that naturally appeals to peo­ 
ple in general on casual consideration.” 
the declaration said. 
“ However, in 
principle it is unsound and in practice 
it is unworkable. 
It has been tried in 
eight States and it has not only failed 
in every case, but it has resulted in 
increasing the number of bank fail­ 
ures. Taxing properly managed banks 
to make up losses of failed banks is 
not only unfair and unreasonable, but 
it weakens the whole banking struc­ 
ture. 
Again, guaranty 
ot 
deposits 
places the incompetent and reckless 
banker on an equal footing with the 
able and conservative banker, which 
encourages bad 
banking at the ex 
pense of sound banking. We are there­ 
fore opposed to the passage of any 
law carrying a guaranty of bank de­ 
posits and believe that It is against the 
Interest of tho people of the United 
States to develop any such system." 


"■jPHE editor of the Norwalk, Ohio, 
■** Herald takes a somewhat different 
view of the banking situation from a 
good many people. 
His idea is as 
follows: 
“ With rents falling and unpaid, real 
estate does not present a happy pic­ 
ture. 
Nor does the owner of care­ 
fully selected bonds feel any happier, 
with a bunch of thorn going wrong. A 
lot of folks very carefully invested in 
preferred and common stocks in the 
finest companies in the world and have 
seen them fail to perhaps a tenth of 
what they paid for them, and no div­ 
idends at all. 
Some folks kept their 
mqney in savings accounts in banks, 
and some banks have closed and left 
them high and dry. But the situation 
is worth looking at very carefully. 
"On 
government 
authority, 
most 
banks that closed were really solvent 
j but 
for frozen 
assets and 
popular 
, timidity. 
Gradually the closed banks 
j are coming out from under and de­ 
positors in even bad cases will get at 
least 50 per cent of their savings. 
I That’s tough of course: nobody likes 
in l o s e ha lf of what they baa scrimped 


J and sacrificed and saved. 
But when 
you hoard and stick the roll of bills in 
j a c o ffe e pot or under a mattress, some 
plug-ugly comes along and burns your 
feet till you tell him to take it and 
I w e l c o m e . 
“And what about the great majority 
of banks that weathered the storm, 


j met all coiners and are doing business 
I as uffial, carefull^ and conservatively, 
I but sal cly ? 
What a hon t the savings 
in those banks'’ They are a full IOO 
per cent today —and they are the only 
thing we know of at IOO per cent any- 
I where. 
After all is said and done, a 
good, well managed bank Is still the 
best place in all the world for money 
or savings.
